If you have ever taken wo classes 
back - to - back and have Ind to dash 
like a madman from one Wilding to 
another in the allotted ter minutes 
try to imagine what it woul be like to 
do it in a wheelchair or on ¢utches. It 
1s, terally, a physical imossibility 
and for the handicapped stdent it isa 
major factor in class selection 

Tackling this predicamet, and the 
many others facing the mor than 300 
handicapped students on he CSUS 
campus, is the domain of Han- 
dicapped Student Servics (HSS) 
Since opening their door in 1974 
HSS has made steady pogress in 
reducing the obstacles, boh physical 
and bureaucratic, that cafront the 
handicapped student 

Ideas are not lackingjat HSS but 
money is. Funded by th State 
Rehabilitation Vepartmpt, HSS can 
provide only what theycan squeeze 
out of their budget. Intiew of this, 
their innovations havi been im- 
pressively numerous andewift 

Since thei: inceptiot, HSS has 
been responsible for a test of im- 
provements on campus, minly in the 
area of accessibility and bfrier - free 
design. Most buildings nov have res- 
troom facilities that f&ve been 
modified to accosmodate 
wheelchairs, sidewalks havcurb cuts 


and elevators are in the budget for 
huldings that presently 
(Food Service, Speech and Drama 
Doug ass Hal! and Physical 
Education) 

All the improvements in the world 
however, won't do the student any 
good if he can't get to campus to take 
advantage of them. Because of this, 
HSS has just acquired a var that is 
modified to accommodate the han- 
diapped and will be used to transport 
students to and from the campus 

The attractive red and white Dodge 
van is equipped with a lift and has ¢ 
Seating capacity for nine riders (ir 
cluding four wheeichairs). A sec 
van has been ordered and 1s exp 
later this year, and HSS hopes to 
able to expand their service to incluce 
transportation to and from medical 


and job appointments, as well as loca! 
social events 

In addition, HSS has recently pur- 
chased two golf carts for shuttling 
students from class | > class and toand 
from parking lot: (there are only &0 
orange decal spaces for 300 han- 
dicapped studnents, and frequently 
students must park in the regular lots) 

The services offered by HSS are 
not restricted to students with 
problems of mobility Special as- 
sistance is provided for students with 
impaired vision and/or hearing. The

Stuckey feels that the amendment 
is untair to transfer students because it 
Joes not give them double - credit for 
certain courses 

“The way the amendment is 
presently written, its provisions do not 
fall into line with Title Five,” she said 
Stuckey said it is possible the 
amendment could be re - written so 
that it would meet legal requirements 
Perhaps, she said, CSUS might be 
able to waive the provisions of the 
measure for transfer students 

The amendments’ supporters are 
allowing for double - credit in some 
ourses because they did not want to 
require more than 40 units. The new 
general education proposals require a 
total of 40 units, down from 46 under 
the present system. The amendment 
might require 9 units above the 32 
specified under state law 

At the present time, CSUS has re- 
quirements in the “group three” area 
Opponents of the amendment say that 
group three already contains social is- 
sues COUrses 

Group three is unique to CSUS 
and not available at any other campus 
But Stuckey says there is no double - 
credit provision, and therefore, it is 
equally applicable to both transfers 
and non - transfers 

Erwin Kelly, chair of the faculty 
senate, expressed the beii¢f that any 
legal problems could be worked out

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Legal betting won't 
raise State revenue

Although greyhound racing is legal 
in California, it is not popular because 
gambling is not legal in this state. 

In legalizing such betting, 
Proposition 13 would not create the 
millions of dollars worth of tax 
revenue that its promoters claim it 
would 


According to Los Angeles County 
Shenff Peter Pritchess, the extra costs 
of handling traffic congestion, law en- 
forcement, security, and related 
problems involved with greyhound 
racing would wipe out the suggested 
revenues. Additionally, with an in- 
crease of interest and participation in 
dog racing, there would be an obvious 
decrease of revenues and jobs from 
horse racing. Greyhound racing in 
Anzona killed quarterhorse racing 
there 


Even if the passage of Prop. 13 ac- 
tually brought an increase to Califor- 
nia revenue, little if any money would 
find its way into the programs that 
pro - 13 forces insist would be funded 
through greyhound racing revenues 


Los Angeles Distnet Attorney Van 
Decamp points out that while funds 
for socal programs and medical 
research sound appealing, there is no 
state structure for administering such 
programs and therefore Prop. 13 
would create more bureaucracy and 
absolutely no guarantee of any such 
programs 


Greyhound racing has long been 
opposed by humane groups all over 
the U.S. Their two primary reasons 
for opposing dog racing dea! with 
training methods. The ordinary 
method of training the dogs to race is 
to have them chase and kill live rab- 
bits. According to the Humane 
Society of the U.S. eighty per cent of 
these trained dogs are considered un- 
suitable for racing and destroyed 


While Prop. 13 gives some con- 
sideration to the humane aspects of 
dog racing, it does not do enough. The 
proposition makes it illega! to train or 
race greyhounds using live animals 
However, in a article in the St. 
Petersburg Evening Independent, the 
owner of a kennel of 250 greyhounds 
stated, “Live - rabbit training is essen- 
tial to a good racer. If these dogs did 
not have this, they would not run... 
Should training with rabbits be 
outlawed, the dog track industry 
would fall apart.” 


According to Representative 
Michael Johnson (D - Abilene), “You 
can't teach a greyhound to chase a 
mechanical rabbit around a track until 
you have trained him in coursing using 
live rabbits. There are some 200 
breeders of racing greyhounds in Kan- 
sas and this is the only way to train 
them.” 


Inevitably, Prop. 13 would create a 
boom in the importation of 
greyhounds trained with live rabbits. 
Live - rabbit training is legal in many 
other states and Prop. 13 does nothing 
to require certification of compliance 
with humane methods of training 
while importing racers. Although the 
proposition cails for a misdemeanor 
penalty for any person who “know- 
ingly” races. an animal trained in this 
way, there is no way to ascertain that 
imported dogs have not been trained 
on live animal lures and even less of a 
chance of proving that the .:aporter 
knew how the animals were trained. 


Prop. 13 supposedly provides for a 
“Greyhound Farm Fund” where ex- 
cess dogs are placed and provided for. 
But according to at least one 
organization, the Animal Protection 
Institute of America, the amount that 
is estimated to go to the fund would 
never adequately support the tremen- 
dous number of dogs that won't be 
suitable for racing. 


One must also take into account 
the hundreds upon hundreds of dogs 
that would be raised, labelled “un- 
suitable”, and killed out of the state. 


ihe “Yes on 13” Committee quotes 
law enforcement officials who insist 
that greyhound racing, at least in their 
state or county, has caused no ap- 
parent increase in crime or corruption. 
the aati - 13 forces have their own 


supportive quotes. According to a 
statement made by San Francisco Dis- 
trict Attorney Joseph Freitas, Jr., in 
an article in the Davis Enterprise, 
“California tried dog racing in the past 
with very bad results. Corruption 
became rampant ard we had to outlaw 
dog tracks here.” 

Sometimes actions speak louder 
than words. Last year the FBI begana 
criminal investigation of dog racing in 
New Hampshire and there is at the 
present time an investigation of illegal 
proceedings at the one and only 
greyhound racing track in Oregon. 

The passage of Prop. {3 would 
create a Cahforna Racing Com- 
mission to regulate the new “sport” 
Other states have had problems with 
these commissions. According to a 
June issue of the New York Times, a 
congressional! investigation revealed 
close connections between the dog 
racing monopoly in Arizona and 
organized cnme. Members of the 
commission were forced to resign 
Prop. 13 could have disasterous 
effects on the state of California and 
should be defeated

Association establishment considered

A resolution to establish an as- 
sociation which would represent 
CSUS groups and people, combining 
the roles of the Associated Students, 
Faculty Senate and Staff Council, will 
be introduced today in the student 
senate 

The association, to be called the 
CSUS Academic Community As- 
sociation, would not abolish or 
supercede the ASI or Faculty Senate, 
according to Tim Beckwith, ASI 
Senate vice chair and author of the 
resolution. “This group would not 
make decisions for others,” he said. 

Beckwith is calling for a committee 
to be formed to write a constitution 
for the new association. The com- 
Mittee, consisting of representatives 
from the administration, students, 
and faculty, would define the decision 
- making powers which belong to the 
ASI, Faculty Senate and Staff Coun- 
cil. 

Beckwith said he hoped the groups 
would be Proportionatety 
represented, with students making up 
the largest part. “It it weren’t for us, 
there wouldn't be a university,” said 
Beck with. 

If adopted by the student senate, 
the role and power of the association 
would be decided by the select com- 
mittee. Beckwith’s ideas include mov- 
ing in to transportation, child care, a 
food co - op, lowcost housing and 
legal services. Much emphasis, says 
Beckwith, would be placed on 
academic policy. 

Decisions on curriculum, now “the 
exclusive area of faculty and ad- 
ministration,” says Beckwith, would 
be one example. “We may even take 
the place of the administration in 
naming department deans,” he added. 

In general, the association “could 
serve as a forum for new ideas and 
directions of the university and help 
resolve conflicts between the various 
components of our academic 
institution.” 

Beckwith said the association's 





power would have to depend on the 
acceptance of the association by the 
university. “I hope the decisions 
would be payed attention to,” he said 

ASI Senate Chair Patti Payne said 
she thought the resolution will pass in 
the senate. “It's a pretty good idea; 
nothing super controversial. It 
doesn’t take anything away from the 
groups on campus. | think it’s a good 
idea for all the groups to get together 
and this puts it into wnting,” she said. 
into writing,” she said. 

Beck with said he hasn't considered 
any funding for the association. “It 
could be voluntary, or by membership 
fee. If it’s just a policy making body, 
then it won't need much money,” he 
said

13 legalizes 
betting on 
dog racing 


Proposition 13, the Greyhound 
racing initiative, would legalize pari - 
mutuel betting on dog races in 
California. The statute would also es- 
tablish a California Greyhound Rac- 
ing Commission, which would license 
the breeders and regulate the 
greyhound races. The bill specifies 
that a certain percentage of pari - 
mutuel wagering proceeds will be 
deposited in a Greyhound Racing 
Fund in the State Treasury, which will 
be available for specified public pur- 
poses when appropriated by the 
Legislature 
Yes on 13 

“Proposition 13 will create ap- 
proximately 10,000 new jobs and 
another $50 million in new tax 
revenue to the state of California,” 
said Don Papin, spokesman for Yes 
on !3 in Sacramento, on a recent 
television show. “Another $100 
million will be brought into the state in 
new construction and various areas in 
eight major counties 

“These are not arbitrary figures we 
made up, but are based on estimates 
from A.A. Post, the California 
legsiative analyst,” continued Papin 

With the passing of Prop. 13, 
construction of race tracks will begin 
in Los Angeles, Orange, San Ber- 
nardino, Fresno, Santa Clara, 
Alameda, San Diego and Sacramento 
counties. Of the estimated $100 
mulion to be spent on construction, 
$60 million would be payroll money 

Coursing, the term used for dog 
racing, began as a tourist attraction in 
the early 1900's. Supporters of Prop 
13 see dog racing as a means to bring 
tounsts and their money into the state 

Prop. 13's main opposition comes 
from the horse racing lobby and the 
Las Vegas interests. 

“The only thing, really against dog 
racing, is the horse racing lobby. They 
are a multi - million dollar monopoly 
in California who wants to stay a multi 
- million dollar monopoly,” Papin 
said 

Dog racing is legal in California. 
Pan - mutuel betting on dog races is 
not. Twelve states have licensed dog 
racing with par - mutue! betting with 
tax revenue to the state ranging from 
2-10 per cent 

The seventeen dog racing tracks in 
Flonda produce about $46.5 million 
dollars in state tax revenue annually 
The one race track in Oregon 
produces over $2.5 million per year 

Other states that have legalized 
pari - mutuel wagering on dog races 
include: Alabama, Arizona, Ar- 
kansas, Colorado, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, South Dakota, 
Nevada, Connecticut and Vermont. 

The pari - mutuel deduction of 15% 
per cent for dog racing is the same as 
the current California horse racing 
law 

The bill states that of the tax 
revenue money, certain organizations 
will receive a specified amount of 
money per year from monies raised by 
pan - mutuel betting. Some of the 
programs include: 

® Youth Fund ($4 million) 

® Day Care Centers ($4 million) 

© Senior Citizen Nutrition ($4 
million) 

© Cancer Fund ($2 million) 

Prop. 13 also provides $400,000 
annually for a greyhound retirement 
farm. This farm will be used for dogs 
who can no longer race and cannot be 
placed in a home as a pet, or used for 
stud. 

A positive aspect of dog racing is 
that there is no human element in- 
volved in the race itself. There is no 
jockey sitting on the dog's back, whip- 
Ping it to make it run faster, as there is 
in horse racing. 

One argument used against 
greyhound racing is the use of live 
animals, especially rabbits, as training 
lures for the dogs. The use of live bait 
in the training, or racing of 
greyhounds in California will be 
illegal under Prop. 13. In today’s 
racing, a mechanical rabbit is used as 
bait to make the dogs run. 

To regulate and enforce the above 
rule, a California Greyhound Racing 
Commission will be set up. Of the five 
members that will be appointed to the 
commission, one will be appointed by 
the governor, the It. governor, the 
chairman of the Joint Rules Com- 
mittee, the chairman of the 
Governmenta] Organization and one 
by the breeders and owners of 
greyhound racing dogs. 

Other controls to purify dog racing 
is that the owner of the dog must have 
a racing license, and that only dogs 
registered with the National

Bayh coverage slanted

Kerry Swanson's coverage of 
Senator Birch Bayh's CSUS 
appearance was both biased and 
fragmented 


During the lengthy question - and 
answer session following the senator's 
speech, it became obvious to all who 
attended that Bayh (like most of the 
rest of us) couldn't say unquestionably 
what Jimmy Carter will do once in of- 
fice. Bayh prefaced most of his 
“answers” with, “Il would advise the 
President to -" or “What I hope he 
would do is ” In essence, Senator 
Bayh dodged most of the questions, 
taking his cue, I suppose, from Carter 
himself 

Swanson failed to cover the event 
objectively and fairly in that he 
devoted the entire question time to 


one ridiculous suggestion California 
secede from the Union. Again, this can 
mean he editorialized his 
coverage The deletion of the spon- 
taneous, olten unresolved question - 
answering is in itself an admission that 
Bayh fell down when he hedged tough 
questions. The senator himself ended 
the occasion with a statement like “I'm 
sorry all the questions weren't 
answered to your satisfaction and that 
we didn't have time to delve into each 
question fully.”

There is an equal - time provision for political speakers in the 
broadcast field. The broadcast media also have themselves saddled by 
a regulatory agency, the Federal Communications Commission 
(FCC) 

There is no such commission, nor a ruling expressing an equal - 
time or space requirement on the print media in the United States 
Newspapers generally follow what can be described quite vaguely as 
good journalistic ethics 

By that, most journalists assume that in order to be fair, both sides 
or all sides of an issue should be presented. But there is no law which 
requires the print media to be subject to outside political pressure

Media Board that the coverage given Ted Sheedy. who is running for 
the fourth congressional seat as a write - in against Al Dehr and 
Robert Legget, amounts to a political advertisement. He feels the

1 attended Saddleback College in 
Southern Califorma for two years 
before transferring to CSUS.
